Accompanying the analysis was the fol- 


lowing important letter, from Professor 
Harris: "Enclosed ] send you a report 
of samples of water sent. The sanitary 
conditions of any water sent must depend 
upon the amount of organic matter as 
shown in the ammonia determines. There 
is no established limit in this country, 
but no, water can be endorsed,* good that 
goes higher than five in the second place 
of decimals as, .050. But 1 never allow 
the first place of decimals to be invaded. 
In No. 2 sample you will observe that it is 
three in the first decimal place and it can 
only be explained by sewage. The others 
are rather high in chlorine, but as the or- 
ganic matter is in reasonable limit I con- 
clude there must he some fault in the soil. 
It is to be observed that a bacteriological 
examination is necessary to insure against 
special disease, but water like No. 2 is cei. 
taiuly unsafe."—E. P. Harris.

Massachusetts has three great water power 
centers; Holyoke has 19,000, Lauranc 
12,000 and Lowell about 12,000 horse- 
power, and some idea of the immensity of 
the lalls of the Willamette can be gleaned 
when 
these 
three powers' combined 


falls short by 25,000. The most' import- 
ant improvement to utilize this power 
is that 
accomplished 
by the Gen- 


eral Electric company which furnishes 
power and light lo several industries, the 
principal one beins the Crown I'apfr 
company, who erected their plant in ISS'J 
at n cost of upwards of $200,000 and have 
since been in daily operation, the Willa- 
mette Pulp and Paper company is another 
very large concein which has a lease of 
2600 horse power and has a capacity of 
twenty tons of pulp daily. It also fur- 
nished this city and the city of Portland, 
whu'b has a population, according to tht- 
census ol 1890, ol nearly 50,000, with light 
and propels a system of electric caise\erv 
forty minutes between the two centeio, :i 
distance of twelve miles. 
Possessing the 


power to do tbatwhieli J have mentioned, 
wlucb ia not anything near what it does 
not one-fiftieth of what it. is capable of do- 
ing, surely it is safe to say that Oiegon 
City is destined to become a busy center 
In the Northwest. The woolen mill of 
the Oregon City Manufacturing company 
was the iirst important undertaking, whieh 
WHS built in the year 1SSO and 
has 


from timti lo to tiiuu increased their plant 
until today it is the largest woolen mill 
this side of the state of Pennsylvania and 
New York. It buys its wools here on the 
coast and manufactures fancy cassimere 
blankets and flannels and finds a ready 
outlet for their product in the markets of 
San Francisco and New York. There are 
several other minor 
industries, 
Soap 


works, Wool pullery which bv the way is 
very busy since our democratic 
friends 


have butchered the wool industry, iron 
foundry, sash and door factory, saw mills 
etc., which furnishes a wide field for hon- 
est, and industrious labor. The climate is 
most beautiful and having observed 
dif- 


ferent sections of the country through 
which I passed 1 can truly say that Ore- 
gon is, the garden spot of the west. 
While laying over at Ogdenin the state of 
Utah waiting for my train to carry me to 
my destination and having already passed 
through Nebraska whose people were suf- 
fering through the long drouth of the 
past summer I was very much impressed 
by a placard which a freight train had on 
several of its cars. 
Upon inquiring I 


learned that the cars contained produce 
for the needy of that state. 
It read, For 


Nebraska, Oregon 
never 
fails. 
The 


grain has been abundant with excellent 
crops. 
The orchards with their trees 


overloaded with the finest fruit a good 
deal of which falls to the ground and is 
allowed to rot for the want of gathering 
and I am informed that there is land here 
that has raised crop after crop for the 
past thirty years unaided by fertilization, 
I never saw anything to equal it. All 
that appears to be necessary is to tickle 
the sod with a hoe and it will laugh with 
the richest kind of produce. It is almost 
a paradise. Certainly nature has done her 
part to mate the farmer here prosperous, 
but if I am permitted to draw conclusions 
bv my own observations they are certainly 
not for why 1 know not. ' In the month 
of April last I took a drive out into the 
country and there met coming toward 
me, the largest flock of sheep I ever saw, 
there were two men in attendance. 
I 


stopped and asked one of them where ho 
was going and what he was goirg to do 
with his flock. Well, said he in answer I 
have sold off all my sheep because it is no 
longer possible to profitably raise them. 
It does not pay to shear them even for the 
amount received lor their wool.

laying pipes for the First district congres- 
sional nomination next year, it might be 
well to take into consideration that the 
present incumbent of the office, Ashley B. 
Wright of North Adains, is more than 
likely to ask for a third term. Attempts 
to secure Mr. Wright's views on this 
question recently have always resulted in 
a non-oominittal reply, and it la quite 
generally credited in political circles that 
he will again be a candidate next year. 
While two nominations lias been the 
general rule, there have been exceptions 
and the Republicans 01' the First District 
would perhaps make an exception in this 
case. It would be more than likely, bow- 
that he would not secure a third nomina- 
tion without a contest. If Mr. Wright 
should announce 1m intention of asking 
a third term, if. would Imve quite an 
effect upon the councilor contest, which 
has become so tangled with tbe congres- 
sional in several cases as to cause fears of 
a lupture in tbe Republican ranks. 


THE CATTLE-SHOW SEASON. 


We are again in the midst of the cattle- 


show season. The Cambridge fair is over, 
the old Berkshire and the Charlcmont 
fairs are now in process, f.nd our own 
Hoosac Valley fair is soon to come on. 
They are scenes of present interest and of 
very ancient association. 


Like the circus, the cattli-show is the 


survival of the oldest social 'estivitiesmen 
organized as soon as they bad developed 
nomewbat stable social order, and had 
come to occupy permanent ieata of habit- 
ation. A chariot race form:, the theme of 
one of Greek Homer's most stirring pas- 
sages, and, though we do not consider the 
predominance ot horse racing the most 
desirable fair feature, thinking it indeed 
to be overdone, still this form of diversion 
appeals to one of the most primitive of 
human desires. 


The other and more essential elements 


of the cattle show also go back into the 
very beginning of settled social order, and 
have existed in their essence, though dif- 
ferringiu particulars, through all thede- 
' veloping changes that ordar has evolved 
in its conditions, and in its diversified 
search for recreation amid the troubles 
and the toils of life. The s^rue exhibition 
of domestic animals, and wild ones in cap- 
tivity or subjection, the same display of 
commodities and products, the same en- 
tertainment of booths and games, the 
same element of contest and rivalry in 
strength and skill, both of man and beast, 
has always had a seductive interest for 
mankind in all times, ano appeals to so 
fundamental and persistent a human 
quality that it is likely to Hurvive all the 
modifications social changes work inhu- 
man nature, and to demand its gratifica- 
tion in some form to a very distant future. 


But this form changes somewhat, 


nnd 
the 
point 
of special 
interest 


changes, as it has already changed 
to a degree 
in our own fair. 
We 


"lave a feeling that our fair is not so much 
a fanners fair as it formerly was, and to 
jbat extent we think it inisses its oppor- 
tunity both for the farmers and for us 
who live in towns, because the healthful 
association and influence of such fairs is 
in proportion to their tendency to bring 
those who have lost their contact with 
our old Mother Earth, and the life and 
interests that are close to her, back into 
a sympathetic and salutary sense of her 
healing presence. In these days of con- 
fining employments, and of intense ap- 
plication, exhausting nerve force as was 
uever done before, any avenue of ap- 
proach in spirit if not in body to the san- 
'.ty, tbe calmness, and the sure-footed 
strength of a life that is near to nature is 
a source of comfort and invigoration. 


It is a saying that tlie fourth generation 


must get, back to the land for families not 
to suffer degeneration and develop ab- 
normal tendencies to weakness and even 
to criminality. And th .'re is a natural 
response to tliis saying in the instinct and 
longing of tbe (Ini-llcrt in citits to gut 
back to the riiraililo their ancestors know. 
Kor si^eral generations this section bas 
ciciuu rapidly aWHV from this rural life. 
Snipe ot our i-iti^c'iis lu.^y remember the 
••ra. ft tbe trveat lariuei-. in this section, 
'"'I ffw of them can iciucmbcr much, 
•vt least two generations separate us from 
t ')At. time of bucolic preponderance iu the 
Mx-i.il order of northern Jerksbire, when, 
f-om Lanesboro to "Williamstown, the 
magnates of affairs worn the owners and 
tillers of great farmf>, when Stafford's hill 
was green and fruitful over its bed of 
slate, and when households of farming 
help lived in a hearty abundance and 
jollity not known to indoors toil. In its 
physical comforts, and freedom 
from 


worry and haste, the life of that time is a 
sort of local golden age. 


We liave turned to other'and more 


rapid ways, and so has Massachusetts as a 
state. The solidity and sense of a life 
drawn irorn the soil seemed to be passing 
from the social order of a commonwealth 
whose common people had been her dis- 
tinction and strength. But of late there 
ni-c signs that a turn in (ho tide has come. 
The drain upon westirn soils without 
enrichment in return, the coarseness and 
drugery, the small range of crops, the 
exactions and impositions of railroads, 
and the quality of the immigrant agricul- 
turalists and their rude ness of social life 
are turning interest again to the aoandon- 
cd or neglected farms of New England. 
The state board of JIassachusetts is 
furthering this tendency by appeal and 
information. The nearness and capacity 
of the local markets, 1 he lower rate of 
interest, and the socia 1 advantages of a 
settled civilization are turning thought to 
agriculture in Massachusetts. It will be 
the most promising fact in her recent his- 
tory if the farms of JIassachusetts shall 
again become, what they once conspicu- 
ously were, the homes of a sturdy, inde- 
pendent state-loving jeomanry. So will 
the mutations of a free people work out 
their national good. The west has taken 
our manufactures in many forms; and 
now, in return, she may give us back our 
agriculture.

ALCOHOL IN FiiAJVCE. 


ACADEMY OF MEDICINE 
PROTESTS 


AGAINST THE ABUSE. 


Statistics Show That Fifty Per Cent of Has- 


pltttl «?»tlent« Suffer From Alcoholic 
Poisoning—Use of Abilnthe Increasing. 
A Strong Indictment, 


It will not be the fault of the doctors 


and other men of science in Franco if 
I 


the public conscience is not aroused to j 
the dangers threatened society from the j 
abuse of alcohol, vs»ites the Paris cor- 
respondent of the New York Tribune. 
In the last few days the Academy of 
Medicine, the Academy of Moral and 
Political Sciences and the- superior 
council of the public assistance have 
listened to important and interesting 
reports on the subject by noted special- 
ists iu tuberculosis, insanity and the 
other diseases which follow on alcohol- 
ism. Experts on criminal and social 
statistics have also given their testi- 
mony. So formidable an indictment has 
not been drawn up since M. Claude, 
senator of the Vosges, presented to par- 
liament in 1887 his monumental report 
on the consumption of alcohol in France, 
and never have there been so contemp- 
tibly weak answers from the politicians 
who defend free alcohol for reasons of 
thoir own. 


At the Academy of Medicine the 


speaker was Dr. Lanoereaus, who has 
made a special investigation of a habit 
which is becoming characteristically 
Parisian—"absinthism. " The doctor 
began from a fact in his own general 
experience. In bis hospital service he 
has found that out of 20 patients ten 
are regularly suffering from some form 
of alcoholic poisoning, iuthe proportion 
of five from wine and the ordinary dis- 
tilled liquors and five from absintho 
or similar "bitters." Naturally, he 
aske, if this is tho case, what is to be- 
come of tho peoplo of Paris? To satisfy 
himself fully as to the extent of the 
danger, he mado inquiries of the di- 
rector of direct taxes, and the statistics 
of the state entirely confirmed his own 
observations. 


From 1885 to 1802 the amount of nb- 


siuthe and similar drinks coming under 
the observation of the excise authori- 
ties of the city was more than doubled. 
Not only that, but the rate of increase 
at the cud of these seven years had itself 
doubled, the yearly increase being now 
nearly 500,000 gallons. The total an- 
nual consumption is about 8,680,000 
gallons, or more than two gallons for 
each member of the adult population. 
These exact figures, it should be noticed, 
concern only those "bitters" distilled 
with essential oils, which act far more 
powerfully than even the impure sim- 
pler alcohols in producing epileptic and 
tuberculous heredity and criminal in- 
sanity and in the extinction of the fam- 
ily itself. 


According to the same statistics, the 


consumption of ordinary alcoholic liq- 
nors increases more slowly. 
It had 


risen, however, in 1893 to a total of 
85,338,246 gallons. This represents, not 
the ultimate amount of liquid, but the 
alcohol of 100 degrees proof actually 
consumed by Parisian drinkers. Alto- 
gether it amounts to at least 15 gallons 
yearly for each adult. Tbo liquor seller? 
acknowledge that, so far as absinthe and 
the like are concerned, women come in 
for a large proportion of this enoruaona 
consumption. 


Dr. Laucereaux sums up the results 


an the population at large as a mortal 
ity greater than that from the gravest 
epidemics, the rnin of labor, the steady 
diminution of the riches and—what is 
already startlingly evident in France—- 
of the very population <}f the country. 


At tho Academy of Moral and Politi 


cal Sciences, M.Theophile Roussel treat 
ed of certain dangers arising from the 
present state of legislation. On the one 
hand, juries are obliged to acquit crimi- 
nals who are declared insane as being 
irresponsible for their acts. On the oth- 
er hand, experience shows that a largo 
proportion of this criminal insanity is 
simply an advanced stage of alcoholism, 
which is soon cured to all outward ap- 
pearances by the abstinence enforced in 
the asylum to which the irresponsible 
criminal is committed. 


When this happens, the law orders 


that he be discharged and left free for 
the next manifestation of his madness, 
which is almost sure to come. At Sainte- 
Auue, the Paris asylum for the insane, 
there are irresponsible criminals of this 
kind who hava been under treatment 130 
different times after as many trials be- 
fore a jury. Zola, in "L'Assomuioir," 
brought out this fact many years ago. 
His alcoholic workman is made to speak 
of this enforced sojourn in the asylnm 
as "going to tho country." The serious 
side of the matter coines from tho nor- 
riblo tragedies—murders and tho like— 
which are constantly occurring in Paris 
and presumably elsewhere from just 
such alcoholism merging into madness

A BRAVE LITTLE "JAPANESE. 


Would .Not Break Hi* Promise When Or- 


dered to Drink by But General. 


A little Japanese lad was engaged on 


the occasion of a special ceremony in 
the ormy to pour out the wine, and on 
being asked at the close by the general 
iu chief to take a drink himself, as he 
must ba tired and in need of something 
refreshing, the little follow said ho 
didn't oare for any. The general thought 
this strange and urged him to take 
some anyway, as it would be good for 
his health, even though he disliked it. 
But our temperance youth persisted 
that he didn't want any. This some- 
what vexed the officer, to find any one 
connected with the array guilty of dis- 
obeying his orders, and he eaid rather 
roughly to the lad, "Well, if yon won't 
do as I say, you never can become a sol- 
dier in the army." 


One of the lower officers who was 


standing by and heard the conversation 
laughed and came up to the boy and 
asked him why he was so disrespectful 
to the general, threatening that if he 
persisted in such insubordination bo 
would cut him down with his sword. 
(This was in old feudal days.) Tbo. 
brave little fellow, with tears in his 
eyes, said he could not drink, even if 
he had to disobey the general's order, 
and, in fact, he did not think it was 
necessary for a soldier to obey such or- 
ders. His own (the boy's) father, be 
said, had lost his life through drinking 
"sake," and when be left home he sol- 
emnly promised his mother that he 
would never taste "sake," and he felt 
he must keep his word. The officer and 
the general were so filled with admira- 
tion at tha boy's simple firmness that 
they, from that time, showed him spe- 
cial kindness, and it is said that the 
boy became one of the most trusted of- 
ficers in the army.—Christian Herald.
